Synovitis and Bursitis 
(Continued) 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


The nerves which supply the Synovial joint 
are peculiar in that they cause much distress 
whenever the joint is injumed by a sprain 
(which dislocates it from its usual position) or, 
whenever the ligaments are stretched beyond 
their normal give. These nerves act like 
jealous watchdogs which raise 
an uproar whenever the joint 
is in danger of being dis- 
located, lying quietly at other 
times. 

Synovitis causes an acute 
pain because the swelling 
may push the sac out until it 
looks something like a tumor, 
and the blood also becomes 
congested, causing a greater 
swelling so that these nerves 
and ligaments in this area are 
greatly stretched. 

Since bursitis and synovitis greatly resemble 
each other they both respond to the same 
treatment. When there is a chronic inflam- 
mation of these tissues, you will generally find 
that the condition has been built up from a

chronic poisoning due to retention of toxic 
wastes. 
The quickest way to cleanse the blood 


Stream of these toxic substances is to start on 
a fruit fast which should be continued from 
eight to fifteen days, and then a careful diet 
used for a month, and then another short fast 
of about five days.. It is important to take an 
enema in the morning so that the bowels are 
Kept free from toxins. No walking or exercising 
of the affected joint should be used as long as 
the inflammation is present, although other 
parts of the body may be exercised. 

A very good electrical treatment over the 
affected joint is with the use of diathermy, 
since this form of treatment creates an internal 
heat and brings a greater supply of blood to 
the part to aid in absorption of poisons and 
toxins present. If diathermy is not available, 
hot applications or a deep therapy lamp may 
be used around the joint, although in either of 
these cases the heat is not as penetrating as 
with diathermy. Even after chronic synovitis 
is entirely cured, it is necessary that a careful 
diet be used for quite some time. 

In acute synovitis the correct treatment is 
to rest the part, and instead of hot applications, 
it is usually better to use cold applications. A 
wet towel wrapped around the knee, for ex- 
ample, and covered with two or three thick- 
nesses of dry woollen material makes an excel- 
lent cold compress. The fast should be used the

should never be used over a tender area. It

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Australia Increasing Hold On 
Trade With The Orient

“No external cause has contributed more to Australi 
recovery since 1929 than the remarkable increase in Weel Mi 
chases by Japan; which now ranks sex ond only to Gre t Britain 
as a customer of Australia for the commodity,” great Britain 


The efficiency with which Austr 
of the Orient is shown by the fact that a Commerce Commission 
headed by the Australian Minister for External Affairs is now 
travelling through the East Indies, Malaya, China and Japan The 
cause for the mission is explained to be that: 


alia is going after the business 


“It reflects the livelier interest taken of late by the Australian 
Commonwealth in its external relations.” ; 


The official explanation goes into further details as follows: 


But there is implied also an important departure in policy 
founded on the change in the direction of Australian trade since 
the war. Excluding Canada, the United States, and New Zealand, 
the countries bordering the Pacific now take upwards of one-fifth 
of Australian exports, as against one-twentieth before the war 
while their share of the Australian import trade has doubled to 
about one-tenth, The opportunities which this great proportionate 
increase denotes cannot be disregarded, 


The present trade balance is favorable to Australia in the 
proportion of something like three to one; but this is not alto- 
gether satisfactory while it gives a handle, as it has done, to Jap- 
anese threats to buy wool elsewhere in default of a nearer 
approach to equilibrium 


As Japan now takes a quarter of the Australian production 
nd all the indications are that her demand for wool will continue 
to increase rapidly, the friendly preservation of her market 
which is also of value to Australian wheat, tallow and zinc—can- 
not be a matter of indifference to the Commonwealth 


On the other side, Australia takes Japanese textiles and 
apparel and a smaller, but increasing volwne of earthenware, 
china, and glassware. 


The present semi-diplomatic mission will no doubt convey to 
all the eastern countries concerned the readines of the Common- 
wealth to do its part towards the reciprocity, of trade and other- 
wise, which must increasingly serve its best interests among its 
nearest neighbors. 


The last paragraph should be an alarm message to Canada; 
because while our Canadian parliament is spending weeks debat- 
ing the terms on which we shall take in each others’ weshing, the 
Australians will have made permanent fastenings on the trade 
of the Orient for the beef, wool, wheat, flour and zinc trades. 


Some one should notify Ottawa, by postcard or otherwise, that 
there is more trade available in the Orient than in all Europe 
including Great Britain; that silk worms do not thrive in Canada: 
and that shutting out Japanese and Chinese silk involves a shut- 
ting out from Canada of the greatest of the world's export trades.

Arrangements were made 
with the Dominion government to | 
have Mr. J. A. Munro, of Okanag- 
an, B.C. chief federal migratory 
bird officer for western Canada, 
come to Edmonton for a few days 
to give addresses to the school 
children 


Mr. Munro in telling the students 
that he has an important message 
to give them from the Dominion 
government at Ottawa, asks them 
to help him in a great work tha 
the government has 
He is drawing their attention to the 
following among other facts. Scien- 
tists have discovered that nearly 
all kinds of birds are useful to 
man, and that some kinds are in- 
sect eating birds that we could not 
get along without. This being 
all civilized countries have passed 


wise laws for the protection of 
birds 
TREATY SIGNED 

In North America, birds are so 
important that Canada and the 
United States signed a treaty by 
which both nations promised to 


look after their welfare. This treaty 
was necessary, because most kinds 
of birds migrate—part of the time 
they are in Canada, and part of the 
time they are in the United States 
Therefore, both countries have an 


interest as owners in the migratory | 


birds, This treaty is called the 
Migratory Bird Treaty, and is the 
Jaw of the continent from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Arctic Ocean 

Thousands of people are working 
to make this law a success 
over Canada people—men, women 
and children—have formed clubs 
and societies to protect birds, in- 
cluding the Northern Alberta Game 
and Fish Protectpyve League at Ed- 
monton 

It is unlawful to kill disturb 
or take the eggs of all birds? ex- 
cept crows, magpies, and a few oth- 
ers. Heavy fines are provided for 
people who disobey these laws, In 
order to make the migratory bird 
law success, students are asked 
to help the government and the 
Northern Alberta Game and Fish 
Protective League in every possible 
way. The older boys, particularly 
those who have air-guns or 22 
rifles, are asked to remember the 
treaty, and are told that if they 
must kill some live thing, they 
should shoot the crows, magpies or 
gophers. The boys are asked to 
tell other boys about the law, and 
to encourage them to help protect 
bird life.
